complex process, like when the moon is shining and it is daylight. 

This multimedia interpretation of an ecological restoration project 
- that has not been implemented yet - follows the traces of the 
natural, cultural and socio-political influences and issues around a 
1 000-acre drainage. Benshi 7 - CCC tells, through live 
performance and a varied set of materials, a multifaceted story. 

Up to three inches rain per day, ten + tide + smolt + foggy lens, 3 
creeks running into social conversations, and a pile of books and 
sketches at home.
